"Resolved, That 
motion pictures are harmful in th* lr 
influence?’’ 
When 
regular 
movie 
fans were on the affirmative and de­ 
cided antis on the negative? 
Re­ 
member the hours we spent at the 
library hunting data and finally had 
to resort to our imagination after all? 
Those were the days! 
Until one day 
a report card came to 
our 
homes 
marked 12 credits or more therefore 
entitled to be called a Senior.
